One of the outstanding features 


of the progress made in tho county 
is the number of tons of limestone 
which have been used. 
Since the 


spring ot 11121. when tho Farm 13n- 
i-eau 
purchased 
four 
limestone, 


crushers, there liaa been IS,000 tons 
of limestone used in the county. This 
has been applied to approximately 
S.OOO acres of land. 
As most of 


the land receiving Ihe application ot 
limestone was seeded to alfalfa, the 
acres of alfalfa In Rock county has 
been trebled. 


One farmer, by applying limestone. 


doubled his yield. 
On 


rod of iinllmcd soil he 


secured 20 Ibs. of nlalfa nnd on the 
witiarn rod ot limed soil ho secured 
•1C. Ibs. This result shows what can 
be done to most of the furm.9 in 
Itock county. 


General l-'nrin Crops. 


Tho growing ot soybeans has been 


advocated ofr three, years. 
During 


1923 at least 200 farmers grew beans 
in the county. One farmer, living In 
thu western part of the county. Re- 
cured Ihreo tons of very valuable 
liuy from one aero of soybeans. This 
high protein hay Is a valuable dairy 
cattle feed. 
While potatoes arc not a main 


crop ot Kock County, they can be 
raised successfully. 
On llic farm 


of Simon Illestei-(ir. 135 bushels pel- 
acre wero grown on an unspru: 
plot, while 102 bushels per acre were 
secured from the sprayed plot. 


Horticulture Work. 


Apples in the cellars ot the farm- 
ers is a common thing -this year. 
•While three years ago It was diffi- 
cult to find two or three bushels 
put away for the winter, one can 
now easily llml 23 or DO bushels. 
The value of apples as reported by 
,"!•> farmers is ns follow.":

OR TWENTY YEARS ihe Janesville Daily Gazette has published, 
each January, a review of the year just passed.

This year the Review is being published in a better, greater, more pro- 
gressive Janesville than ever. It is being published in a section of 
the state which the sunshine of prosperity has brightly illumined for 
the twelve months so recently expired. 
Old orders changeth slowly. 


The new in older communities comes step by step and seldom with 
suddenness, nor are' the innovations always accepted with alacrity. 
But Southern Wisconsin is not ultra conservative in that it is smugly 
satisfied with all that it has. It knows that stagnation is death and to 
stand still is to become an -impediment. Change is not always pro- 
gress. It might come from decay. In the year just passed we have 
steadily moved forward. 
Whatever of change there has been has 


been progressive—that certain, sure and orderly progression that dif- 
fers from sudden revolution. 
You will sec much of this reflected in 


the columns of the Review in the following pages. 


In general, this year has been prosperous. It might have been 


better in some respects, notably among the farmers, where the general 
conditions over the national have been reflected here. But with the 
diversification of crops and activities of farming in Southern Wiscon- 
sin, it has been possible to see prosperity where otherwise there 
might have been great loss and added difficulties.

of this movement toward the motor vehicle as a means of general 
short passenger haul, which eventually will have its tremendous ef- 
fect in economic change as well. 


Progressive changes in Janesville have come from the installa- 


tion of the city manager form of government and the beginning of 
the manager's work. Outstanding, too, has betn the record made by 


the city council, which operated the government for several months 
befort a manager arrived and instituted revolutionary economies in 
purchasing and administration which presaged that business-like city 
government which is the very basis of the manager plan. With no 
great disasters, with no tragic epidemics, with no damaging \oods or 
storms, the year 1923 has been indeed kind to us all. 


Great moving masses of people do not necessarily make com- 


munities attractive for living. Strange as it may seem, the leadership 
of the nation for more than a century has been in the hands of men 
and women who have come from smaller towns and communities. 
It 


is the training school for statesmen and scholars. So we are content 
that we live in such a center of 
affairs. 


There is much that we need to do in 1924. There is a park which 


calls for attention and which can be made into a great and popular 
playground. 
We have a paving schedule to make better streets for 


Janesville during the coming year and a greater program covering a 
period of years which will add many betterments to the city. In 1924 
we are to entertain the Grand Army encampment of Wisconsin. Last 
year we were hosts to many conventions and every visitor went from 
the city with a better feeling toward Janssville and praising its hos- 
pitality. 
This year promises much in the way of greater advance- 


ment in the agricultural activities of the county. 
We have gone far 


in the past year and Rock county, as well as all Southern Wisconsin, 
has come more into the national limelight for accomplishments at 
state and other fairs than ever heretofore. 
We can do even better in 


1924 
All Southern Wisconsin owes much to its agriculture. It must 


aid in making markets and in seeing that the basic industry, farming, 
has support generously and freely. 


In community activities we have been alive. The Fourth of 


July celebration with the presentation of an historical pageant and 
parade marked a step in public events which will act as a mile post 
for years in such affairs. 
The work of numerous clubs and organiza- 


tions has never been more definite nor have the men and women of 
the city stood closer together in all that makes for community benefit 
than in 1923. That has been the spirit spread abroad throughout 
Southern Wisconsin, and the same report is generally heard. It ts 
gratifying that this is so. The interest of the people is a very com- 
mon one and harmonious action is the very finest evidence of the 
spirit which makes a community worth while for ihe people who live 
within it. All else is collateral and secondary. There may be other

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City Manager's Policy 


Is One of Betterment 
for Entire Community 


By HK.XKY THAXIYICR 


City Manager of .Imiesville 


Since arriving in .Tanesville I have 
made a thorough examination of all 
its departments and Its linances. A 
peculiar condition exists inasmuch sis 
the city has reached the. limit of its 
bonded indebtedness and must carry 
on not only the ordinary functions of 
city government, but also its extra- 
ordinary duties on a casli basis. On 
the one hand this is good business; 
but It is also good business to have 
a margin of safety to work on when 
necessary. This "margin of safety," 
as I null it, is the difference between 
the actual bonds outstanding and the 
limit that can be 
issued. 
We are 
paying oft' about $75,000 per annum 
on the principal and in four or five 
years should reach a place where the 
margin of safety is sufficient. 
There confront the t'Mty of .Tanes- 


ville three major projects that must 
be kept constantly in mind with the 
Idea of carrying them 
out 
In 
an 


economical 
and 
efficient 
manner, 
namely: 


Water Work I'liint Improvement. 
Sewage Disposal. 
Crude .Schools. 
"I cannot emphasize too strongly 
the Immediate need of water works 
improvements and with this in view 
we arc making a thorough Investiga- 
tion of plans for the extensions and 
methods of linancing the same. The 
future needs 
of 
any community, 
when 
anticipated 
and 
provisions 
made in time, can be handled so that 
the improvement can be. made with 
very slight disturbance, of the city's 
finances and tax rates. 


lU'ncllts from Taxation Croat 


Tax rates and taxey are the buga- 
boo of every community. 
Partly I 
would say because tho money paid 
in taxes produces no tangible re- 
turn at the time it is paid, such as 
goods from the grocer or 
gasoline 


from the Mlling station. 
But were 
every taxpayer to sit down and re- 
view in an unbiased manner what 
his taxes are supposed to buy and 
the Institutions 
they support, 
lie 


would soon discover that he is help- 
ing support an Institution so wide- 
spread, and varied in its duties that, 
if his money is being wisely spent, 
should make him feel proud of the 
fact that he is one of the contribu- 
tors. 


It is my duly to see that every 


department of the city government 
functions properly: to see that the 
tax dollar, or rather the city's por- 


full value for all expenditures made. 
Out of all the tax monies received 
the city proper receives.approximate- 
ly 35 percent—the balance is 
dis- 
tributed for schools, county and .slate 
use. 


Saving of $20,000 


In .Tanesville I found a working 


organization that with slight adjust- 
ments is now organized into live de- 
partments to handle the city's busi- 
ness. The heads of all departments 
fully understand their duties and the 
responsibilities placed 
upon 
them 
and our main object is to deliver 
the proper type of service. In reor- 
ganizing the 
various 
departments 


and lining up the personnel so that 
no work is duplicated a saving of 
approximately $20,000 a year hns 
been effected. 
To offset 
this 
and 
give our workers the proper tools to 
work with, $14,000 worth of equip- 
ment 
has been 
purchased. 
New 
equipment could be purchased every 
year and still a considerable saving 
could be shown In previous years, 
expenditures for the same type and 
amount of work. 
I'uvlng Movement I.s Wise 


The council has wisely adopted a 


policy of paving streets as compare/! 
to patch work, macadam and oiled 
gravels and other makeshift types 
of semi-permanent p a v e m e n t s. 
.Tanesville is many years behind in itu 
paving program. 
I have never in 
my experience .seen 
a 
satisfactory 
job of macadam pavement and a for- 
tune awaits the man that can build 
them. 
One of the 
biggest 
asnet-s 
that any community has is Its streets 
and their appearance. 
Janesvillc possesses wonderful pos- 


sibilities along the lines of improve- 
ment. Its winding and hilly streets 
lend themselves beautifully to 
the 
general plan of street paving. Jn the 
purchase of river frontage for the 
high school- and in Hivcrsido park 
the city has made a start in the de- 
velopment of a river front. 
A visit 
to .some of our 
neighboring cities 
Impresses us with the fact that we 
have failed somewhere in the de- 
veloping of a river front that in na- 
ural beauty is hard to mil-pass. 


Problems Arc T.argo 


My general policy is one of better- 
ment for the. entire community as a 
whole. Tho problems

Motor SweejHM' Ad<le<l. 


Another important purchase and 


one which the citizens may well be 
proud of, is the Elgin Motor .street 
sweeper. 
This machine was in al- 


most constant use up to tho 30 of 
December, sweeping the downtown 
streets every night and tho r.siden- 
tial districts during the day. 
The 


machine does excellent work, and 
with more paved stroets in view. iLi 
value to tho city will continue to 
grow. 
While the cost of .such a. 
machine is finite an item, it must be 
borno in mind that with the system 
of hand sweeping of the downtown 
streets only, as has been the practice 
heretofore. 
I lie coat to tho city of 


such haphazard cleaning, wa.s about 
52700 a year, or approximately half 
of the purchase price, of tho ma- 
cliine.
